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Plans for new 
school concept

ATTEMPTS are underway to bring 
an alternative schooling concept to 
Axe Valley. 

The idea is to base The Three Counties 
Free School in Axminster, serving children 
from Devon, Dorset and Somerset. 

The Department for Education describes 
the free school concept as one with “all¬ 
ability state-funded schools set up in 
response to what local people say they 
want and need in order to improve 
education for children in their 
community”. 

The earliest the school can open in Axe 
Valley is September 2013, and the idea is 
the brainchild of a group of parents. 

Those parents appraoched a charity 
named School Governors’ One-Stop Shop 
(SGOSS) to take the project forward. 

Holly Saunders of SGOSS said: “Ideally 


the school will open in Axminster and will 
offer its services to children from Devon, 
Dorset and Somerset, with an added 
emphasis on providing additional support 
to children with special educational needs 
(SEN). 

“The main focus is to provide a nurturing 
and individualised education for children, 
particularly those with specific learning 
styles and/or learning difficulties, who 
would otherwise struggle in larger 
mainstream schools. 

“The earliest the school can open is 
September 2013 and already cohorts of 
children are ready to walk through the 
school gates. 

“Instead of providing SEN support as an 
additional need, staff will be trained in 
child-centred active learning (The 
HighScope Approach). 

“This facilitates the intrinsic desire of 
children to learn and will support each 
child as an individual who has his or her 


own learning style, pace and motivations or 
interests. 

“Children attending the school will learn 
in tutor groups of around six or eight 
enabling them to receive the additional 
support they need without being withdrawn 
from a large class.” 

Katrina Buckle, one of the parents behind 
this initiative, explained: “As an ex-school 
governor and parent of a child who is 
bright yet frustrated by SEN, I want to 
ensure that children with and without such 
difficulties are given the opportunity to 
access a high quality multi-sensory 
education in an appropriate learning 
environment; to achieve a sense of 
happiness throughout their learning 
experience and to be enabled towards 
realising their true potential. 

“Setting up a free school with other like- 
minded parents is a means for this to 
happen. We now need people externally to 
help make this a reality, and to offer 


guidance to help ensure our school runs 
smoothly.” 

Two or more volunteers are needed to 
help make this idea a reality, and people 
with a background in finance or law are 
particularly needed to offer practical help 
and advice with taking things forward. 

The application to the New Schools 
Network needs to be submitted by 
February 2012.

A Department for Education 
spokesperson said: “Through the Free 
Schools Programme it is now much easier 
for talented and committed teachers, 
charities, parents and education experts to 
open schools to address real demand 
within an area. 

“The first free schools opened in 
September 2011.”

MAJORITY OF 
SCHOOLS SHUT 

Strike affects 21 schools

WEDNESDAY, November 30th, saw 
the majority of local schools across 
Pulman’s Country close due to 
industrial action over public sector 
workers’ pensions. 

The Axe Valley Community College 
(TAVCC) was one of the schools closed and 
TAVCC headteacher, Martin Smith, wrote in 
a letter to parents how a significant number 
of staff were planning to take part in the 


industrial action. 

He wrote prior to the strikes: “I have 
explored a range of options to consider if we 
can remain open in part to some students but 
we cannot provide adequate supervision and 
adequately meaningful learning experiences. 

“This decision has not been taken lightly.” 

Mr Smith further added how seriously the 
college took its responsibility for the 
students’ education and how home learning 
activities had been arranged for the day. 

Twenty-one of the 31 schools Pulman’s 
View was able to contact were closed last 
Wednesday with nine being unaffected and 


one remaining partially open. 

Though a significant number of schools 
remained open as usual, the walk out 
illusrates local teaching staff’s 
dissatisfaction with the government’s current 
proposals to reform public sector pensions. 

However, there does not appear to be much 
support from local residents as a poll 
conducted on the Pulman’s View website 
showed just three per cent of over 250 votes 
agreed with the strike action.

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Lowest crime 
rate for years 
in rural area 


SEATON and its surrounding area 
have seen the lowest crime rate for 
November since 2004, with some 
areas experiencing no crime at all. 

PC Steve Speariett said: “November’s 
total of eight crimes for the month is the 
lowest since at least 2004 and the average 
for November has been 17 crimes in that 
period. 

“These totals are very encouraging.” 

Crime has dropped 27 per cent in 
relation to the same time last year and 33 
per cent from last month. 

Despite this, police remain vigilant and

EDITOR - I read in Pulman’s 
View , dated December 15th, that 
Tesco has created 190 new jobs 
at its new store in Seaton. 

Tesco seems to think that we 
should be grateful, but I wonder if the 
company would like to publish just 
how many of the 190 new jobs are 
anywhere near full-time and just how 
many are for 15 or 16 hours per 
week. 

Correct me if I am wrong, but it 
would appear that in line with most 
of the supermarkets in this country, 


EDITOR - The present financial 
situation makes me think about 
the way our country and most of 
the rest world is being run and 
wonder where it all went wrong. 

I believe the answer can be summed 
up with one word - “greed”. 

I remember after I left school in 
1975 that I would go to work and 
receive my weekly wage, which 
would then go into the bank.

I was even refused a £50 loan to buy

Tesco employs mostly part-time 
staff. 

Obviously there are some people 
who only require part-time work, but 
the majority would like a full-time job 
that provides them with a living wage. 

The supermarkets employ part- 
time staff who only earn just below 
the threshold for paying tax and 
National Insurance, thereby saving 
themselves huge sums of money. 

This is because they do not have to 
pay the employer’s contribution to

EDITOR - To Josh Dutfield and the 
board of Axminster Carpets, please 
convert the green space that is 
Cloakham Lawns to parkland for us 
residents to enjoy, rather than sell it 
for housing development. 

I believe in the longer term this will be a 
greater benefit to the community and the 
company, than the housing proposed. 

The only road available to serve the new 
proposed development is the Chard Road 
which is already under pressure. Surely this 
will be to the detriment of us residents, and 
ultimately to the detriment of your company. 

The town centre will suffocate and will 
attract no investment. I concur with 
Graham Barton, agent for Webster’s 
Garage, when he made the same prediction 
to the press a few weeks ago. 

I know we need more housing, but the 
Local Plan now under discussion with the 
district council proposes a larger 
development than Cloakham Lawns can 
offer to the east side of the town with the 
benefit of a relief road. 

The relief road will be key to 
Axminster’s future prosperity and to the 
quality of life of its residents by allowing 
the town centre to become an attractive, 
safe retail environment. 

However, the district council will 
support the building of a relief road only 
on condition of a half-hourly train service 
to Exeter and the new town of Cranbrook. 
There is no logic I can see in this. The 
relief road will be needed as soon as the 
east side development commences. 


If we residents of Axminster, through our 
town councillors, were to fully embrace the 
east side alternative and you and your 
company were to withdraw your 
application to turn Cloakham Lawn into 
housing, we will make it clear to the 
district council just how committed we are 
to a town centre that is both a delight to 
shop in and safe for residents and visitors, 
and that building a relief road must come 
first not second. 

Cloakham Lawn would become parkland 
for the enjoyment of the residents of the 
town. 

Axminster Carpets and its board are 
therefore in a unique position to make or 
break Axminster. I believe it was with a 
heavy heart that the decision to sell 
Cloakham Lawns was made, but there is 
now the chance to retract from that position. 

The application is subject to judicial 
review and this could take a year to 
resolve. Furthermore the district council 
intends to defend its decision to grant 
permission using our council tax money. 

How ironic that money I pay to my district 
council is used to pay for something I was 
never consulted upon, and I don’t want. 

To Axminster Carpets and its board I ask 
you, just how many other residents might 
think like me? 

Withdrawal of your application will 
require you to take a longer-term view on 
your company’s prospects but for the sake 
of Axminster it will be the right decision.

Support from 
Tony’ s readers 

A READER, Ali Standring, has written to support 
my stance on the need to consider some form of 
control for sparrowhawks, quite apart from the 
steady increase in magpies, crows and grey 
squirrels, all of which demand severe pruning. 

In fact, I would be only too pleased to learn that the last 
grey squirrel had been eliminated. This, however, is 
wishful thinking I am afraid. Ali, who lives in the 
Cotleigh area has also noted the decline in swallows and 
martins in recent years and has, on numerous occasions, 
seen a sparrowhawk dart through two open fronted barns 
where swallows have been nesting. Apparently only 
three or four managed to fledge this year. 

I can confirm that we too have suffered a severe 
reduction in swallow numbers over the past three or four 
years, but the decline is not, I think, due to raptor 
predation but some other, far more serious cause. 

The culling, or management control of a species which, 
in terms of numbers is out of control, is always a 
sensitive issue and whilst largely applauded by genuine 
country dwellers, is seldom understood by urban 
dwellers whose only contact with the countryside and its 
wildlife is through fluffy television programmes. This 
is, I know, a generalisation but is, largely, true. 

On the same theme, Mr and Mrs Collins from Honiton 
have written to me to confirm that their garden birds are 
greatly reduced in numbers, largely due to the presence 
of a sparrowhawk. 

It is, I’m afraid, a regular complaint and until the 
RSPB takes its head out of the sand and accepts that 
these avian predators are having a serious effect on 
garden and song birds, little progress will be made. 

I do not, in any way blame sparrowhawks for fulfilling 
their natural function and, in reasonable numbers, a 
balance can be maintained, but now the scales are 
becoming severely tipped in favour of these raptors and, 
bluntly, their numbers need to be reduced under licence. 

I previously reported on the hen mallard which was 
seen with a brood of tiny ducklings on the Seaton 
marshes and she was again spotted on November 20th 
with 10 youngsters. Some young moorhens have also 
been recorded but whether these out of season broods 
will survive is debatable. 

Lack of food, cold weather and predators will all take 
their toll. As far as rarities are concerned, a temmink’s 
stint was noted at Colyford Common, the first for Devon 
in November and only the second recording for the Axe. 
Another rarity was a desert wheatear seen and 
photographed at Mansands, near Brixham. 

I hear from Dorset Wildlife Trust that its Living 
Churchyards Scheme is expanding. The idea, basically, 
is to make churchyards wildlife friendly and at a 
workshop recently held in Milton Abbas by St James 
Wildlife Conservation Group, 30 representatives of 
parishes across the county were given advice on how to 
manage their churchyards for wildlife. Encouraging, too, 
to note that five parishes, not in the scheme before, have 
now signed up. 

The winner of this year’s Living Churchyard 
Competition was St James at Milton Abbas. Tips were 
given to the parish representatives, including sowing 
wild flowers on unattended graves. DWT wildlife expert, 
Jim White, gave advice on managing grassland and 
pointed out that there is no need to stop cutting grass all 
summer. Grassland herbs such as bird’s foot trefoil, self 
heal and red clover are long-lived perennials which 
survive well in short turf, and mowed areas are good for 
wildlife, though some areas can be left uncut for a month 
to allow insects to come for nectar.

Howard and Wendy 
explain their craft 


A LARGE gathering of members 
and friends of Axminster Art 
Society was present at Musbury 
Village Hall to hear an 
entertaining and informative talk 
by the society’s joint-presidents, 
Howard and Wendy Jones. 

Both Howard and Wendy are 
accomplished artists in their own 
right and have for many years made 
Devon their home, although they 
paint and exhibit throughout England 
and France. 

Howard began his career as an artist 
in Shropshire, but was soon attracted 
to the rugged scenery of Devon and 
Cornwall, where he concentrated on 
seascapes and the many streams and 
tors of Dartmoor. 

Using his paintings to illustrate his 


THE speaker at the November 
meeting of Axminster 
Historical Society was Ian 
Small, from the Commonwealth 
War Graves Commission. 

He told members how the 
organisation started when Major 
General Sir Fabian Ware went to 
France to command a Red Cross 
Unit in 1914. 

He saw makeshift grave markings, 
and realised they would not last for 
long in the war environment. His 
unit started to register and care for 
all the graves they could find. 

After the First World War, 


points, he explained how the use of 
mixed media and thickly applied 
paint brought life and texture to each 
painting. 

His intention was not to produce a 
faithful copy of the scene, but rather 
to be inspired by the interaction 
between rocks and water, picking 
out the interplay of light and 
shadow. 

Particular examples of this use of 
tonal values were his paintings by 
moonlight and several done in the 
harsh sunlight of southern France. 

Howard prefers painting on a large 
canvas and has always believed an 
artist must paint what he likes and not 
what others want. 

Wendy also began by giving a brief 
account of her early, formative years 


cemeteries were set up to gather 
the graves. 

Memorials to those who had no 
known grave were built. Some 
soldiers who remained in France 
started to tend the graves. 

Their children continued the work 
and a family tradition of service has 
been built up. 

As early as 1916 advice was 
sought about suitable plants to use 
in the memorial sites, to make them 
a restful place of pilgrimage.

HAPPY FEET TWO (U) 

FIVE years after the original 
Happy Feet danced into the 
affections of audiences worldwide 
and won the Oscar as Best 
Animated Feature, director 
George Miller returns to the 
frozen wilderness for this 
pointless sequel. 

Opening with a mash-up of Janet 
Jackson's Rhythm Nation and brother 
Michael's catchy Shake Your Body, 
Happy Feet Two is punctuated by a 
series of musical numbers 
culminating in a rousing rendition of 
Under Pressure by Queen and David 
Bowie. 

While the soundtrack to Miller's 
film hits the high notes, the script is 
frequently off-key, heavy-handedly 
dealing with issues of parenting and 
friendship, then ladling on the sickly 
sentiment. 

This animation features the voices 
of Elijah Wood, Robin Williams, 
Pink, Sofia Vergara, Ava Acres, Hank 
Azaria, Common, Richard Carter, 
Hugo Weaving, Brad Pitt and Matt 
Damon. 

The ecological subtext about the 
irrevocable damage of global 
warming and mankind’s 


responsibility to act now comes 
through lucid and clear. 

Alas, the plot is so flimsy, you fear 
a blast of the ferocious Antarctic 
winds might blow the entire film off 
the big screen. 

Mumble the penguin (Elijah Wood), 
who learned to dance in the first film, 
has raised a son called Erik (Ava 
Acres) with his wife Gloria (Pink). 

Like his father, Erik is struggling to 
find his rhythm in Emperor-Land and 
he searches for answers with best 
friends Boadicia and Atticus in the 
company of wisecracking Ramon 
(Robin Williams). 

Mumble chases after the little ones 
and returns home to discover a giant 
iceberg has slammed into their home, 
sending all the emperor penguins to 
certain doom. 

Noah The Elder (Hugo Weaving) 
attempts to keep calm with the help of 
trusted penguins such as Seymour 
(Common) but the situation is dire. 

With time running out, Mumble 
compels Ramon to marshal the adelie 
penguins to help with the rescue 
effort. 

An elephant seal called Bryan 
(Richard Carter) also provides 
support. 

Meanwhile, a flying penguin called 
The Mighty Sven (Hank Azaria) 


inspires little Erik to follow his 
dreams, Ramon pursues the sultry 
Carmen (Sofia Vergara), and two krill 
called Will (Brad Pitt) and Bill (Matt 
Damon) escape from the swarm to 
view underwater life from a new 
perspective. 

Happy Feet Two trades heavily on 
the charm of the original film, hoping 
that our affection for Mumble and his 


feathered friends will blind us to the 
chasms in the script. 

Regrettably, not even the 3D format 
or Williams’s verbal gymnastics can 
conceal those flaws and George 
Miller’s film coasts along gently, 
clumsily bringing together all the 
characters for the grandstand finale. 

Pitt and Damon provide flecks of 
comic relief. 


A couple of moments between 
Mumble and Erik tug the heartstrings 
but the emotional manipulation is 
shameless. 

Happy Feet Two is preceded by a 
musical, computer-animated short, I 
Tawt I Taw A Puddy Tat, which 
establishes the rivalry between 
Tweety and Sylvester. 

That’s all, folks, hopefully for good.

Brave Kirsty endures 
hip op days after ride 


JUST days after taking part in a 
gruelling international equestrian 
event, endurance rider Kirsty 
Wiscombe underwent a hip 
replacement operation. 

She expects to have a replacement 
op on her other hip soon. 

Riding 11-year-old pure-bred 
gelding Eskar, Kirsty, from Yawl, 
near Lyme Regis, returned to 
Mirwart, host of the Belgian 
National Championships, to 
complete its 130km course. 

Despite needing help getting on 
and off Eskar, the pair finished 
seventh overall and won the Mirwart 
FEI Veteran Rider Championship. 

Just five days after the ride Kirsty 
underwent a total right hip 
replacement and will have her left 
hip replaced in the coming weeks. 

Whatever the setbacks Kirsty 
hopes to be back in the saddle less 
than five months after this second 
operation to complete another 
160km ride in mid-April. 

In 2009 Kirsty, 40, fought her way 
back to fitness after undergoing 
multiple surgery. One of these 
operations went badly wrong and 
Kirsty spent five weeks in a London 
hospital fighting for her life.
